PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

Surgeon Blue reports : 

INFECTED GROUND SQUIRREL. 

During the week ended September 10, 1910, the finding of 1 plague- 
infected squirrel was reported. The squirrel was found August 20 in 
Contra Costa County, Cal., on Wildcat Creek west of Cragmont and 
one-half mile north of Alameda County line. 

ANIMALS EXAMINED FOR PLAGUE INFECTION. 

During the week ended September 10, 1910, there were examined 
for possible plague infection at the federal laboratory at San Fran- 
cisco and the branch laboratories at Los Angeles and Oakland, Cal., 
animals as follows: Squirrels 2,693, rabbits 17, weasels 1, rats 1,647. 
The rats were identified as follows: Mus norvegicus 1,534, Mus rattus 
42, Mus alexandrinus 56, Mus musculus 15. 

The total number of animals examined was 4,358. One plague- 
infected squirrel was found. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities on San Francisco Bay, 1,700 acres of land in Alameda County 
were covered with poison during the week ended September 10, 1910. 

SEATTLE, WASH. 

Assistant Surgeon Chapin reports: 

During the week ended September 3, 1910, 1,073 rats were collected. 
Of these, 915 were necropsied and examined for plague infection. 
No plague-infected rats were found.
